Serena 
kept in front to the end and won by a length from 
May Galop. There was a rattling finish for 
third place, Battledore, Belvour and Inspector 
Hunt being heads apart, the-first named getting 
the verdict. 

Melody was by far the best of a very moderate 
lot in the first race, and with odds on her she 
led all the way, winning easily by two lengths, 
with Siddeolus second five lengths in front of 
Virginia M. 

There was a long delay at the post in the two- 
year-old race, owing to the refusal of N N Kauf- 
man to join „his horses. After several break- 
aways the lot were sent off to a fair start, 
without the machine. Siegfried rushed to the 
front at once and remaining there to tfoe ei d 
won handily with Thomas Paine second and Dr 
Newman a good third. 

Thirteen decidedly moderate ones came to the 
post in the third race, and Frank Jaubert was 
selected as the best of a bad lot. Muriel T made 
the running followed by Henry R and Niniwa. 
In the stretch Dixie Lee took second place, and 
led at the eight pole. At the head of the stand 
Randall brought up the favorite and won by a 
length and a half. Randall is a new importa- 
tion from Canada. He rode a good race. 

In the last race Ardath was favorite. Off 
first Helen Wren made the running, Bryan 
being her attendant for half a mile when he 
tired. Helen YVren kept in front to the end, 
winning by half a length from Big Strive who 
beat the favorite a head for the place. 

The card for today is a good one, the princi- 
pal event being a three quarters of a mile handi- 
cap, with Maguet, Assignee, Simmons and other 
fast ones among the entries.
